The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record did not disclose or suggest a valve, flow control device, or dialysis 
catheter including the combination of limitations recited in the respective independent 
claims. The closest prior art is US 4,61 6,768 to Flier (see Figure 2). Flier shows first 
and second curved slits on a planar elastic membrane and additional slits positioned to 
the side of the first and second slits, but Flier does not show or suggest that the 
additional slits are disposed in between the first and second slits. The examiner is 
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interpreting the limitation that the additional slit is disposed in between the first and 
second curved slits as meaning that a straight line could intersect a portion of each of 
the first, second, and each additional slit. This is clearly not possible with the slits 
disclosed in Figure 2. There is no motivation and/or teaching reference to modify the 
additional slits with the claimed limitations.
